(Text) The Soviet people and all progressive peoples on earth approve and 
Support the Program of Peace written by the 24th CPSU Congress, developed 
by the 25th congress, and documented by the USSR Constitution. Persuasive 
confirmation of the CPSU's and Soviet government's faithfulness to Lenin's 
policy of peace can be found in proposals, concerning the problems of re-

The Soviet Union has no intention of attacking anyone. It is untiringly 
following a foreign policy course directed at averting nuclear conflict, 
at achieving peaceful coexistence between states with different social 
structures. 


In opposition to this course, the USA and other NATO countries continue to 
make preparations for a new world war without even a minute of rest. The 
military budgets are growing. The arms race goes on. New types of mass 
destruction weapons and delivery vehicles for them are being developed. 
There are plans for deploying about 600 new medium-range missiles in West 
Europe with the goal of attaining military superiority over the socialist 
countries. 





"The leading circles of the USA and some other NATO countries," said Comrade 
L. I. Brezhnev in response to questions by a PRAVDA reporter, “have assumed 

a course hostile to relaxation, a course toward inflation of the arms race, 

leading to greater military danger.” 


The big-power hegemonic policy of Beijing's present leaders, who have set 
foot on the soil of anti-Sovietism in an open conspiracy with the most re- 
actionary forces of the old world, is a serious threat to peace. 





Under these conditions our people are displaying constant alertness in re- 
lation to the intrigues of imperialist and militarist forces, and they show 
untiring concern for the defense capabilities of our state. The Communist 
Party and the Soviet government are doing everything necessary to protect 
the socialist motherland. The Soviet Armed Forces are growing stronger. 
Their combat readiness is rising. Civil defense is developing and improving. 


From the first days of its existence, the Soviet state had to devote the most 
serious attention to protecting the population and objectives in the rear 
against air strikes. 


As early aS in the Civil War local governing bodies in a number of cities, 
mainly Petrograd, implemented air and chemical defense measures with the 
public's participation. 


Local air defense (MPVO) came into being in the early 1930's. Construction 
and reinforcement of MPVO was one of the important directions of the public 
defense effort. 


Noting the role played by local air defense during the Great Patriotic War, 
we should state that its personnel performed a real act of heroism, having 
dealt successfully with the aftermaths of more than 30,000 fascist air raids, 
in which about 1.6 million high-explosive and i:cendiary bombs were dropped 
on our cities. Owing to the selfless actions of laborers in the rear and 
MPVO warriors, the lives of thousands of Soviet people were saved and 
industry and transportation kept operating without interruption. The heroism 
displayed by the people during this time and their constant readiness for 
self-sacrifice were universal phenomena. 


Komsomol Member A. F. Belavin, a common soldier of the 4th MPVO Engineering- 
Chemical Defense Regiment, saved the Leningrad post office from destruction 
at the cost of his life. A bomb disposal squad and he managed to direct the 
power of the explosion of a large time bomb away from the buildiig by digging 
out a channel in the ground. Belavin was killed by the explosion. He was 
awarded the Order of Lenin posthumously and perpetually enrolled in the 
register of his unit for his bravery and valor. 


More than 2,000 MPVO warriors and commanders earned government awards for 
successfully combatting the consequences of attacks by fascist aviation, 
and for the bravery and valor displayed. 


MPVO personnel did a great deal of work in the postwar era to heal the wounds 
of war and rehabilitate the country's national economy. They participated in 
the erection and repair of public and residential buildings, and medical, 
cultural, and other institutions. MPVO warriors and army unit soldiers found 
and disarmed large quantities of numerous types of ammunition abandoned on 

our motherland's territory by the retreating fascists. They subjected them- 
selves to mortal danger in peacetime as weil, displaying bravery and heroism. 
The entire country knows of bomb disposal squad officers, heroes of the Soviet 
Union I. U. Kharchenko, I. T. Kryuk, D. N. Shkuropato, K. F. Kazuro, and many 
others. 

















In modern warfare, when the resources of armed conflict possess colossal 
destructive power and the venicles for their delivery to the target possess 
unlimited range and high target accuracy, in a time when the boundary betweer 
the front and the rear is fading away the fate of states will be decided not 
only on the battlefields but also deep within their territories. 


Protecting the rear from aerial attack is becoming one of the most important 
tasks of war. Our valorous armed forces will play the main role in com 
pieting this task. However, in a nuclear missile war, which accurding to 
Our party's program could do unprecedented harm to entire countries and 
exterminate entire nations, it would be wrong to count on complete security 
of the rear, all the more so in the event of a surprise attack by the enemy. 


Under these conditions it would no longer be enough to implement local 
measures to protect population centers and national economic facilities 
at the forward edge of the battle area. 


Tne modern means and methods of armed conflict have produced an urgent need 
for creating a system which would insure protection of the rear from the air 
over our country's entire territory. Only joint efforts by party and soviet 
Organs, by military command and control organs, by all national economic and 
social organizations, and by all the people can solve the problems of pro- 
tecting the rear today. 





In 1961 the local air defense was reorganized as USSF Civil Defense, which 
has become an inherent part of a system of national defensive measures im- 
plemented in peacetime and wartime to protect the public and the national 
economy against the enemy's mass destruction weapons and other offensive 
resources, as well as to perform rescue and emergency recovery operations 
in nuclear strike zones and in ‘lood disaster zones. 


The way civil defense is organized is a product of the state's administra- 
tive system, of the structure of organge of state rule and state control, of 
tne entire bent of social life. It is organized according to a territorial- 
production principle: Territorially, it rests from top down on the existing 
structure of Soviet government organs, while in the production sphere its 
organization is subdivided into ministerial, departmental, enterprise, 
sovknoz, and kolkhoz units. 


Union republic laws adopted in accordance with Article 32 of the USSR 
Constitution, and establishing that the councils of ministers of union and 
autonomous republics, and kray, oblast, city, and rayon soviets of peopies 
deputies are responsin’e for managing civil defense in, correspondingly, the 
territory of the republic, kray, oblast, city, and rayon, and that rural 

and town soviets must implement measures to organize civil defense, have 
important significance to raising the activity of the soviets of peoples 
deputies in civil defense matters. 


Party-political work is managed in command and control organs and in non- 
militarized civil defense formations by local party organs, while in military 
civil defense units it is managed by political organs of the Soviet Army and 
Navy. 








Party o©fgane ana party organizations pertorm political and organizational 
WOrk aimed at implomenting civil defense measures, they see that all state 
and social organizations actively fulfill the civil defense responsibilities 
imposea on them, they maintain constant control over the training of the 
public for defense against modern weapons, and they organize indoctrination 
ana moral, political, and psychological training for them, 


Tne party's role of leadership insures dependable organization of civil 
defense and transforms it into @ well-oiled machine. Daily party attention 
to Civil Gefense insures an atmosphere of high exactiness in the work its 
personne. do to solve the complex and important problems facing the defenders 
of our country's rear. 


The tasre imposed upon civil Gefense are commonly divided into three groups. 


The first includes those having the purpose of protecting the public. Pro- 
tection of the public is the main tasn of civil defense. Without people, 
4li otner tasks would be unimaginable. 


Back in the Civil War V. 1. Lenin said with his typical foresight: "The 
principal productive force of all mankind is the worker, the laborer. If 
ne @urvives, we will save and recover everything...but we will perish if we 
are unable to save him...." In modern warfare, V. 1. Lenin's directive 
acquires special significance. 


The importance of this task stems from the numane nature of the socialist 
social structure. The security of the Soviet people, their well-being, and 
the right of man to life have always been and will continue to be the priority 
concern of the Communist ’4rty and the  oviet government. 


Tne task of protecting tne public entails preparing protective structures, 
providing personal protective resources *o the people, evacuating the public 
from major cities, teaching the people tne ways to protect themselves, and 
warning the public. 


The second group of taere includes measures aimed at raising the operational 
Stability of national economic sectors and facilities. Viability of national 
economic sectors and facilities is an important prerequisite for supporting 
the needs of the armed forces and the public in wartime. 


The powerful economy of developed socialist society, presence of significant 
raw material reserves, and pianned distribution of productive forces are 
factors promoting, in the best way possible, stable operation of the national 
economy iff wartime,

Serbs, Bulgarians, Zachs, lovaks, Finns, Koreans, Chinese, and representatives 
of many other peoples who had tought irageously in the ranks of the Red Army 
during tne years of fore mn military intervention and civil war. 

Fighting bloody battle against fascism, which transgressed upon the honor 

and independence of the Soviet Union, in the hard years of the Great Patriotic 
War the Soviet people and their armed forces honorably performed their inter- 
national mission. Th Viet nion rendered tremendous assistance to the 


peoples of Europe and Asia in relieving imperialist and fascist oppression, 
and in their struggle for social and national liberation. 


The foundations of the combat union existing between the Soviet people and 
their armed forces on one hand and the peoples and armies of Poland, Czecho-

The combat fraternit ’ of the irmies of the socialist countries passed through 
two phases in its development The first was from the end of the Second 
World War *o format: f the defensiveWarsaw Pact organization, by which time 


national armies--the armies of the dictatorship of the proletariat--had been 
basically formed with the full assistance of the USSR.

Armed defense of the socialist fraternity is historically inescapable and 
necessary in the face of the constant threat of an imperialist attack. 


The international situation has become noticeably more complex at the turn 

"And the people must know the truth--who is responsi- 
ble for this," Comrade L. I. Brezhnev emphasized in his responses to questions 
posed by a PRAVDA reporter. "Let me answer without reservations--the fault 
lies with the imperialist forces, and mainly on certain circles in the USA." 


The militarism of U.S. policy has recently been manifesting itself as the 
railroading of new long-range armaments programs, as creation of new military 
bases far outside the United States, to include in the Near East and the 
Indian Ocean, and as formation of the so-called “quick response corps"--a 
tool of the policy of military intervention. The U.S. President decided to 
freeze discussion of the SALT TWO Treaty in the “enate indefinitely. As in 
previous decades, Washington is once again attempting to speak to us with the 
language of "cold war.” 


‘onSidering all of this, the Warsaw Pact members are exerting joint effort 

to Support their defensive potential, which permits the socialist fraternity 
to defend the achievements of socialism reliably and to be at a constant level 
of combat readiness guaranteeing an immediate repulse to any aggressor.

(Text) In his classical work "Imperialism, the Highest Stage of Capitalism" 

[. Lenin offered a profound economic and political analysis of imperialism 
and its role and place in social development, and he defined its main 
Characteristics. "Imperialism," V. I. Lenin noted, “is capitalism in a 
stage of development in which monopolies and financial capital dominate, 
export of capital has acquired leading significance, division of the worid 
among international trusts has begun, and division of all of the earth’: 
territory by the largest capitalist countries has ended." 


Analyzing the essence and nature of the contradictions inherent to im- 
perialism, primarily the contradictions between labor and capital, V. I. 
Lenin came to the important conclusion that imperialism is perasitic, 
rotting, dying capitalism, marking the eve of socialist revolution. 


A period of social development lasting more than six decades has graphically 
and persuasively confirmed the correctness of Lenin's conclusion. Irreversibie 
deepening of the general crisis of capitalism has been occurring from the 
moment of the victory of the Great October Socialist Revolution to the present 
day. 


The general crisis of capitalism is a natural phenomenon discovered by 

V. I. Lenin--'the fall of capitalism throughout, and the birth of socialist 
society." The first stage of this crisis began with World War I and the 
Great October Socialist Revolution. Capitalism ceased to be an unopposed 
all-embracing system with the arisal of the Soviet socialist state. The 
beginning of the second Stage is associated with World War II and the 
victorious socialist revolutions in a number of countries of Europe and Asia. 
After the world socialist system was formed, the positions of capitalism 
weakened dramatically and its colonial system began to disintegrate. 





The third stage of the general crisis of Capitalism began in the late 1950's, 
Arising not in connection with world war but in @ time of peaceful competition 
and struggle between the two systems, this stage is typified by aggravation 

Of all contradictions in capitalism, by failure of imperialism's colonial 
system and assumption of a path of independent cevelopment by many previously 
Oppressed countries, and by the successes of world socialism. 


Much attention 18 devoted in the theoretical activity of the CPSU and 
fraternal communist and workers parties to creative development of Lenin's 
teaching on imperialism, to scientific analysis of the unique features of 
modern capitalism, and to investigation of the trends of its development 
in this era of transition from capitalism to socialism. 


A Marxist-Leninst analysis of the unique features of modern capitalism can 

be found in the CPSU Program and in the proceedings of conferences of inter- 
national communist and workers parties. An expanded evaluation of modern 
imperialism is given in documents of the 25th CPSU Congress, which emphasized 
that the general crisi®S of capitalism continues to deepen, and that 
capitalism's instability is becoming increasingly more obvious. 


The ideological-political crisis of bourgeois society has intensified. It 
was em nasized at the 25th CPSU Congress that this crisis “is striking 
government institutions and bourgeois political parties, and it is shattering 
elementary moral norms. Corruption is becoming increasingly more obvious, 
even in the top levels of the state machine. The depression of spiritual 
culture is continuing, and the crime rate is rising.” 


Crime has truly becom a social disaster in the principal Capitalist country-- 
the USA. Bribery, graft, fraud, steal.ng, and other white collar crimes are 
costing $44 billion a year. In 1977 there were 91,120 murders, 63,020 rapes, 
404,45 robberies, and 522,510 assaults in this country. 


One of the causes of growing crime in capitalist countries is unemployment, 
that perpetual satelliteof capitalism. In the beginning of 1979 6.5 million 
unemployed were registered in the Common Market countries, 6 million were 
registered in the USA, and 1.24 million were registered in Japan. 


Aggravation of the employment problem is associated to a significant extent 
by monopolistic capital's useof the achievements of scientific-technical 
progress for the purposes of intensifying exploitation of the laborers. 

While in socialism the consequences of the scientific-technical revolution 
are promoting constant improvement of the position of the laborers, and while 
they are perceived by them to be one of the greatest blessings, in capitalism 
they are associated with the arisal of new social woes. The job market for 
the young has transformed into an especially acute problem in the West. 

Young people up to 25 years old contribute 40 percent to the unemployment 
figures of developed capitalist countries. 


The deepending of the general crisis of capitalism manifests itself also as 
aggravation of social contradictions in the world of capital. Social inequality, 











me of the main injustices r the 4pitalist worid, continues to grow deeper 
Tremendous wealth is being accumulated in the hands of banker and capitalist 
while hundreds of millions of laborere are living in poverty with no civil 
rights. Americans owning property worth more than $500,000 make up 1 percent 
if the population and possess 35 percent of the total national wealth of the 
USA, while 30 million persons live in poverty. Hospital care is an unallowab|l: 


ljuxury for 9 out of 10 residents of the USA. 


Five percent of the population of England possesses /5 percentof all personal 
wealth. In Prance, about 10 million persons are living in poverty and have 
absolutely no access to medical care. 


As the general crisis of capitalism deepens, the housing problem becomes 
disastrous to the laborers. Housing construction in the world of capital 

is viewed not a8 4 priority social task but only as a profit-making business. 
This is manifested especially clearly in the growth of apartment rents, which 
absorb 30-40 percent of the income of the average American family, one-third 
of the wages of laborers in the FRG and Italy, and about a half of the income 
in England and Japan. In the Soviet Union, as we know, apartment rent is only 
4-5 percent of the family budget, and it has remained constant for more than 
half a century already. 


The high rent rates in the countries of capital are forcing hundreds of 
thousands of people to seek shelter in slums and flophouses. For example 
millions of Italians without a place to live are vegetating in flophouses, 

and 300,000 families have no place to live in Great Britain. At the same 

time tens of thousands of apartments stand unoccupied in the wealthy districts, 
apartments that are inaccessible to the bulk of the laborers because their 

rent i8 often much in excess of their monthly wages. 


Life persuasively refutes the myth of bourgeois ideologists that capitalism 
is capable of surviving its crises today. “The promises to ‘rehabilitate’ 


capitalism and create, within its framework, a ‘society of universal pros- 
perity',"” noted Comrade L. I. Brezhnev in the accountability report to the 
25th CPSU Congress, “have suffered obvious failure. A heavy burden has been 


placed on the soldiers of the masse 


Intensification of capitalist exploitation of the laborers and deterioration 
of their economic status are promoting intensification of the class struggle 
against big capital, the principal perpetrator of the social woes. 


The international communist movement, which has become the most influential 
political force of modern times, stands in the advance guard of the anti- 
imperialist struggle. Communist parties, which have a membership of more 
than 70 million persons, are now active in more than 90 countries. 


While imper’ ‘ism's need for compulsion as a means for achieving its self- 
centered int. ests and its goals of enrichment stems from its economic nature, 
in V. I. Lenin's words the political nature of imperialism is responsible for 








its general tendency tor mpulsion and reaction. This finds its conclusive 


expression in wars and in armed conflicts promoted by imperialist states 
with the goal of establishing dominance over individual countries or regions 
ot the globe, 


The final embodiment of these aspirations is the desire for world dominion 
exhibited by the most aggressive and adventuristic circles of imperialism, 
which have been to blame for two bloody world wars and many so-called 
minor wars". 


The deepening of the general crisis of capitalism and aggravation of its 
contradictions are intensifying the danger to peace and social progress. 
Imperialist’ 4'@resorting to military provocations, political conspiracies, 
and direct military intervention. It would be sufficient to point out that 
just in the period following World War II, imperialist states have been 
involved in hundreds of military conflicts and initiated more than 30 wars. 


Imperialists of the USA display special aggressiveness in initiation of 
military conflicts: In the period from 1956 to 1975 they used armed forces 
215 times in support of their political goals in different regions of the 
world. For the purposes of blackmail and pressure, Washington has brought 
its armed forces to a state of full comhat readiness many times, and it has 
threatened, directly or indirectly, the use of strategic nuclear forces 

19 times, 


The aggressive plans of American imperialism are finding their expression 
onstant growth in military power. According to the American press, 
since World War II the USA has spent $2 trillion to create and expand its 
Military potential. The USA has depl ved 1,054 land-based intercontinental 
missiles, 656 submarine-carried missiles, and 360 carried by long-range 
bombers. Theoretically, these resources can deliver 6,500 megatons of 

nuclear power to more than 11,000 objectives. 


The aggressive NATO military bloc has tremendous military potential; its 
armed forces have a strength of about 5 million men, to include 3 million 
concentrated in Europe. More than 4,000 American nuclear weapons and 
more than 3,000 delivery vehicles for them are deployed there. 


The danger to the peoples of the world is aggravated by the fact that 
militarist circles of the USA are acquiring more and more new allocations 

for military purposes. The military budget of the USA, which in the 

current fiscal year has achieved a record level for the entire history of 

the country ($141.2 billion), 1S to be increasedaccording to the Pentagon's 
plans to $183.4 billion by 1942. A long-range program for increasing 

NATO's military expenditures from $178.2 billion in 1978 to $250 billion 

in 1990 was recently adopted. The plans of the Pentagon and NATO to produce, 
and deploy in West Europe, about 600 new medium-range missiles are es- 
pecially dangerous.

(Text) The Great October Socialist Revolution dealt an annihilatory blow 
to the entire system of imperialist supremacy. It imparted unprecedented 


scope to the entire revolutionary process, accelerating it and filling 
with a new content. Created out of the October revolution, the world's 
first socialist state became the support and beacon for all countries 
fighting for their liberation. The October revolution was an important 


factor which promoted the beginning of the disintegration of imperialism’: 
colonial system, and a powerful stimulus deepening the movement of national 
liberation. It intensified the influence of the ideals of Marxism-Leninism 
and of proletarian internationalism upon all champions of social and national 


liberation. 


The victory of the Soviet people in the Great Patriotic War became a new 


factor accelerating the national liberation movement, the final disintegration 
of colonialism, and in the end its downfall. It was a world-historic event, 

and it had the deepest influence upon the entire course of peaceful development. 
The victory of socialist revolutions in a number of countries of Europe and 
Asia accelerated the world revolutionary process started by Great October 


more. 


Formation of the world socialist system was second in importance among the 


events of the 20th century folowing Great October. A fundamental change 
occurred in the balance of forces in the international arena. The power 


example of world socialism multiplied the revolutionary potentials of the 
international working class, and promoted progress in the entire national! 
liberation movement. The colonial system of imperialism underwent disinte 
gration under its powerful pressure. Hundreds of new sovereign states arose 
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out of its ruins. The failure of colonialism aggravated the general crisis 
Of capitalism even more, 


AS is emphasized in the CPSU Central Committee decree "On the 110th Anni- 
versary of the Birth of Vladimir Il'ich Lenin," the national liberation 
movement gained outstanding victories under the direct influence of the ideas 
of Lenin and Great October, and under the influence of the inspiring example 
of world socialism's development. The meaning of the present stage of the 
Struggie for liberation lies in strengthening national and political sover- 
@ignty, achieving economic independence, and attaining socioeconomic progress 
for the peoples of liberated countries. 


A unique feature of this process is that the struggle for national liberation 
in many countries has transformed for practical purposes into a struggle 
against exploitation. This confirms Lenin's prediction that "in the decisive 
battles of world revolution in the future, the movement of most people on the 
globe, initially directed at national liberation, will later turn against 
capitalism and imperialism...." 


Young developing states are insisting upon their political and economic 
rights with growing energy in their duel with imperialism, and they are 
Striving to consolidate their independence and raise the social, economic, 
and cultural level of development of their peoples. 


However, solution of these vitally important problems is being opposed by 
Savage resistance from international imperialism, which is attempting to halt 
the development of the struggle for liberation, and to maintain its positions. 
It is broadly exercising its policy of neocolonialsm--a unique policy of 
economic, political, ideological, and silitary infiltration and enslavement 

of developing states. 


Maoist China, which has for practical purposes betrayed the interests of the 
peoples of Asia, Africa, and Latin America, is actively opposing the national 
liberation movement together with the imperialists. The Beijing leadership 
supports the interventionist plans of NATO in relation to Africa, and the 
reactionary regimes in Chile, UAR, Rhodesia, Sudan, Egypt, and Zaire; it 
encourages reactionary forces in their aggressive actions against the national 
liberation movement; it casts its vote in favor of maintaining imperialist 
military bases in Thailand, in the Philippines, in the Indian Ocean, and in 
Africa; it encourages creation of a “united front in the struggle against the 
USSR"; it is provoking military conflicts against all of its neighbors, es- 
pecially against the socialist countries. Behind all of this we can clearly 
see the main goal of the Maoists--capturing the leadership of the "Third 
World" and utilizing it as a lever for exerting pressure upon other “worlds.” 


The policy of neocolonialism being implemented by international imperialism 
has had the result that many developing countries now find themselves in an 
extremely grave situation: jrowth in productive forces is far behind the 
modern level, the gap between their economic development and that of in- 
dustrially developed capitalist states is increasing, their foreign debt is 
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metantly growing, their natural wealth is being stolen by foreign monopolies, 
ure ultural level ontinues remain iow, and the developing Ountries 
tinue to be directly vulnerable to all crises occurring in the apitalist world 


What i6 the solution? Experience shows us that there can only be one solut ! 
a decisive struggle for noncapitalist development, for a socialist orientat 


rhe prospects of national resurrection, economic independece, and eliminatior 
f age-old backwardness and poverty are being opened up before liberated 
Ountries by the inspiring example of world socialism's development and the 
weakening Of imperialism. As was emphasized at the 25th CPSU Congress, a 
complex process of delimitation of class forces is proceeding and the las 
struggle is growing in many liberated countries. 

The main directions being taken by the occurring changes include a turn t

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POLITICAL INDOCTRINATION: THE SOVIET PEACE POLICY

[Text] Under conditions where two opposite social systems--socialism and 
communism--are existing on our planet the only reasonable principle for re- 
lations between states with different social systems is the principle of 
peaceful coexistence. It was formulated back on the eve of the Great October 
by V. I. Lenin and followed from the law which he discovered concerning the 
intensification of capitalism's uneven development at its imperialist stage 
and from the conclusion concerning the victory of the socialist revolution 
initially in one individual country. Demonstrating that the transition from 
capitalism to socialism will require a long historical period, Vladimir 
Il'ich substantiated the inevitability of the simultaneous existence of 
states with different social systems on ur planet during this period. 


Lenin's foresight came completely true after the victory of the Great Octo- 
ber. A period ensued when, in the words of Vladimir Il'ich, “socialist and 
capitalist states began to exist side by side.” V. I. Lenin noted with 
satisfaction: "...we have a new period when our basic international exis- 
tence in the network of capitalist states has been won." 


From the first day of the Soviet state's existence, from the first decree of 
Soviet authority--the decree on peace which was adopted on the day of the 
victory of the Great October, this Lenin principle became one of the basic 
principles in Soviet foreign policy. Our country is invariably guided by it 
in its relations with capitalist states. 


For a long time, the capitalist countries ignored Soviet proposals for the 
establishment of peaceful relations and the development of business-like 
collaboration, but their most aggressive circles, blinded by class hatred, 
tried to represent the Great October Socialist Revolution as some kind of 
“error’ in history and even tried to rectify it with the use of weapons. 

But neither intervention nor the war thrust upon us by fascist Germany 

could emash the Soviet state and could not divert the Soviet people from the 
path which they had selected. 











Following the Lenin principle of the peaceful coexistence of states with dif- 
ferent social systems, the Soviet Union in close collaboration with che fra- 
ternal soctalist countries has been conducting a persistent struggle during 
all the postwar years for the satrengthening of peace and security, for the 
prevention of a new world war, and for the relaxation of international ten- 
sion, Our country has repeatedly come forth with constructive proposala for 
the banning of nuclear missiles, the limitation of strategic armaments, the 
curbing of the arme race, reduction of armed forces, the simultaneous dis- 
bandment of NATO and the Warsaw Pact Organization, and with other peaceful 
initiatives. 


The Lenin idea of peaceful coexistence received its further development in 
party decisions and in documents of international conferences of communist 
and workere parties. Peaceful coexistence, it says in the CPSU Program, 
assumes: the rejection of war as a means for the solution of iseues between 
states and their resolution by means of negotiations; equality of righte, 
mutual understanding, and confidence between states and consideration of 
each other's interests; noninterference in internal affairs and recognition 
that each people has the right to resolve all problems of its country inde- 
pendently; strict respect for the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
all countries; the development of economic and cultural collaboration on the 
basis of complete equality and mutual benefit. 


However, it should be stressed that peaceful coexistence is not unprincipled 
conciliation with imperialiem, but has a deep class essence and is a specific 
form of the clase struggle in the international arena. "...Having won state 
power, the proletariat does not cease its class struggle with this," wrote 
V. I. Lenin, “but continues it in a different form and with other means." 
This struggle is being waged in the sphere of economics and politics as well 
as in the sphere of ideology. Consistently conducting the line of peaceful 
coexistence, the socialist countries are achieving the steady strengthening 
of positions of the peaceful, socialist system in ite competition with capi- 
taliem. Under conditions of peaceful coexistence, more favorable conditions 
are being created for the struggle of the working class of the capitalist 
countries and the struggle of peoples of the colonial and dependent countries 
for their liberation is being facilitated. 


And if the capitalist countries were forced to recognize the principles of 
the peaceful coexistence of states with different social systems and to ac- 
cept collaboration with the world of socialism without, however, abandoning 
their aggressive aspirations, this by no means signifies any change in the 
nature of imperialiem. Its clase nature and aggressive essence remain un- 
changed. 


The fact is that the correlation of forces in the world has cianged signifi- 
cantly. The economic and military might of the soctalist commonwealth's 
countries has grown immeasurably. Now the CEMA countries are providing more 
than half the increase in the world's industrial production and their indus- 
trial might ie greater than that of all the countries in Western Europe and 
of the United States. 
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The second important factor which causes the necessity for peaceful coexis- 
tence ile the fact that the number of nuclear weapons which have been amassed 
on our planet today is such that it exceeds many-fold the potential capable 
of destroying all mankind, One contemporary nuclear warhead exceedsa in ite 
power the energy of all the explosives used by the states in the yeare of 
World War LI. The warning expressed by V. I. Lenin back in 1918 that the 
development of military technology can place the very conditions for the ex- 
fatence of human soctety under threat sounds timely today. This means that 
war in our time cannot serve as a means for the resolution of contradictions 
between states. Now, no state can gain an advantage for itself from war. 


Under these conditions, realistically thinking leading figures of the capital- 
iat states were forced to abandon the dangerous road of hostile confrontation 
and ait at the negotiating table with the Soviet Union and other socialist 
countries. 


But it was not only these circumstances which contributed to the relaxing of 
international tension. It is also the result of the titanic activity of our 
Leniniet party and of other fraternal Marxist-Leninist parties in the inter- 
national arena and of the struggle for peace and to prevent war. A specific 
manifestation of the policy of peaceful coexistence under contemporary con- 
ditione was the peace program put forth by the 24th CPSU Congress and de- 
veloped by the 25th CPSU Congress. The successful struggle for its implemen- 
tation had a favorable effect on the turning point in international relations 
and contributed to the establishment of the comprehensive, mutually advanta- 
geous collaboration between countries with different social systems on the 
basis of the principles of peaceful coexistence. 


The position of the Soviet Union and the socialist states on problems of 
peaceful coexistence, detente, and disarmament is being supported more and 
more actively by the peoples and governments of many developing countries of 
Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 


"We are countering the ‘doctrine’ of war hysteria and the feverish arms race 
with the doctrine of the consistent struggle for peace and security on 
Rarth," said Comrade L. |. Brezhnev in a speech before the electorate of 
Moscow's Baumanskiy election district. ‘We are loyal to the program of 

peace put forth by our party's 24th and 25th Congresses. Therefore now, in 
the 1980's, we stand for the atrengthening rather than the destruction of 
detente. For the reduction and not the expansion of armaments." 


In the latest period, the Soviet Union provided an example of good will many 
times and put forth important tnitiatives tn the internatione! arena. 


However, the international situation has become noticeably more difficult re- 
cently. And the blame for this lies on the tmpertalist forces, primarily 

on certain circles in the United States. Under cover of profuse talk about 
the "Soviet military threat," the leading circles of the United States are 
intensifying the arms race and imposing on their NATO partners an annual in- 
crease of three percent in appropriations for military purposes. Their 














designe are directed not toward the relaxation of tenston in Europe but at 
transforming it into a strategic launching pad for missties. We are speaking 
of the Pentagon's dangerous plans to place in Western Europe about 600 mis 
siles with nuclear warheads capable of launching strikes against deep areas 
of the Soviet Unton. 


Facts show that the Pentagon's aggressive plans are extended not only to 
Furope. The United States’ military presence is becoming stronger tn Japan, 
the possibility of the shipment of contemporary arma to China (s being con- 
sidered, attempts are being undertaken to put together a new aggressive blo 
in the Near East, a rapid deployment’ force ts being hastily formed for the 
accomplishment of punitive functions in various regions of the world, and a 
permanently operating fleet is being deployed in the zone of the Indian 
Ocean. The United States is trying in every possible way to establish new 
military bases in the Near Faet and in the area of the Indian Ocean. 


Today, the opponents of peace and detente are trying to speculate on events 
in Afghanistan. Mountaine of lies are piling up around these events and a 
shameless anti-Soviet campaign is being initiated. Imperialiet as well as 
Beijing propaganda ie intentionaliy distorting the role of the Soviet Union 
in Afghen affaires. The Soviet Union is rendering new Afghanistan assistance 
in accordance with its government's request in the defense of national inde- 
pendence, freedom, and the honor of ite country against external armed ag- 
greseion. 


Here, everything has been turned upside down. On completely lega) grounds, 
the Soviet Union rendered a friendiy government of a neighboring country ne- 
cesseary assistance in repe|ling external aggression upon ite request. The 
Americans and Chinese are directing it against Afghanistan from the terri- 
tory of Pakistan. It is thie very intervention which created a serious 
threat to the Afghan revolution and the security of the Soviet southern 
border. 


In conducting a consistent peace-loving Leniniet foreign policy, the Commu- 
nist Party and the Soviet government are vigilantiy following the aggressive 
intrigues of the imperialists and manifesting great and tireless concern for 
the country's defensive capability and the strengthening of the Soviet Armed 
Forces’ combat might.

The biggest armed forces tn the capitaliat world (7,1 million men) are main- 
tained by the United States of America. They coneiet of ground forces (the 
Army), the Air Porce, and the lavy. Operationally and etrategtically, the 

U. &. armed forces are divided into strategic offensive forces which tnclude 
intercontinenta! ballistic misetles, the naval balitetic missile systemwhich 
is placed on nuclear misaile-carrying submarines, and strategic bombere; 
atrategic defensive forces which are various air and missile defense systems: 
and general-purpose forces which combine the remaining regular large unite of 
the Army, Air Force, and Navy, 


The ground forces tnelude armored, mechanized, infantry, airborne, and air- 
mobile large unite. The Air force includes aviation, intercontinental bal 
lietic missiles, antimiasiile and air defense systems, and various space sys- 
tema. The Navy constetsa of the fleet itteelf and the Marine Corps. 


Recently, the United States has established the so-called ‘rapid deployment 
force.” These are spectai~-purpose forces, the "fire brigade’ of American im- 
perialiem, and a tool for the policy of military interference. 


A coneiderable part of the U.S. armed forces ie lo ated far beyond the boun- 
daries of the country. According to o! .cta) data, the United States has ap- 
proximately 2,500 various military inetallations overseas which are located 
in 30 countries on the Barth. Of them, more than 400 are big bases at which 
almost half the U. %. tactical aviation and a large part of the Navy's ships 
are located, The arsenals of these base contain up to 12,900 American 
maclear weapons, primarily in Weatern Furope, close to the Soviet Unton and 
other countries of the soctaltet commonwealth. 


U. S&S. impertaliete have used American military might repeatedly. During only 
30 years wince World War Il, the United States has had recourse to the use of 
the armed forces for the attainment of tte foreign-policy goals 215 times, 

In go doing, they threatened with nuclear weapons in 19 cases. The United 
States ia now demonstrating ite military might to Iran, concentrating a large 
military force near this country, 


Many billions of dollare are expended from year to year to improve the U. &, 
armed forces. In the 19/70//1 filecal year (at that time the United States 
wae waging the aggressive war in Vietnam), {tt expended more than 75 billion 
dollars. At that time, it was considered a tremendous, incredible sum. A 
budget of 141.2 billion dollars has been adopted for the 1940 fiscal year. 
The military~-induetrial concerns were not yet able to begin to put 

thie astronomic sum to use when U.S. President Carter, in December 1979, 
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announced an American five-year program for a further buildup of the United 
States’ military efforte. It 1# already known that military expenditures in 
the 1961 fiecal year will reach 161.8 billiondollare. A constant increase in 
real military expenditures of more than 4.5 percent per year ie envisioned 
for subsequent years, 


Great Britain i@ aleo gravitating toward military preparations. The basis 
of ite military policy is the strengthening of the NATO bloc, active support 
of the United States, and the striving to maintain its positions in various 
regions of the world, The organizational development of the British armed 
forces is also being accomplished in accordance with the military~politica] 
course, 


The total strength of Great Britain's regular armed forces is 345,000 men. 
Just as in the United States, Britain 16 devoting considerable attention to 
the development of strategic nuclear missile forces. Her navy is second in 
{te combat might in the capitalist world, being inferior only to the U. 8. 
Navy. The Navy ie the main carrier of Great Britain's etrategic nuclear 
weapons. The British command is strengthening and improving its ground for- 
ces. The most powerful force ie the so-called British Army of the Rhine 
with a etrength of 55,500 men and which ie part of the combined NATO armed 
forces in Europe. 


Almost half the divistons and more than half the tanks which are part of the 
NATO troops in Central Europe belong to the armed forces of the FRG--the 
Bundeswehr. It ie# not by chance that the West Cerman newspaper FRANKFURTER 
ALLGEMEINE wrote frankly: ''The nucleus of NATO ie becoming more and more 
noticeable: America plus the FRC," 


The total strength of the Bundeewehr ie 495,000 men. It includes the ground 
forces, air force, and navy, The armed forces of the FRC are equipped with 
contemporary combat equipment. 


Turkey, Italy, and Japan are now maintaining large armed forces. 


Intensive ideological indoctrination is being conducted in the armies of the 
capitalist stetes, the basic content of which coneists of anticommuniem and 
anti-Sovietiam as we)! as praising the existing regime in the capitalist 
countries, 


To attain their aggressive goals, the impertalist states have joined in 

military~-political blocs and alliances. The ruins left by the most destruc-

the Asian and Pacific Counel! (ASPAC) appeared, and in 1967 the Assoctation 
of Southeast Asian Nations (ASHAN) wae created. In 19/1, the Itmpertaltete 
put together one more, the so-called bloc of Five (ANZUK). 


The main, link in the chain of the numerous aggresaive military alliances is 
NATO-~a military-political formation which untres 15 capitalist countries 
and whose total tercitory comprises 22 million square kilometers with @ popu 
lation of about 550 million people. It remaine one of the main tools for 
building up tenaton in the world, 


NATO now has armed forces with a atrength of up to 5 million men, Directly 
subordinate to the NATO command in Kurope are more than 2 million men, about 
12,000 tanks, more than 3,000 combat atreraft, about 4,000 nuclear weapons, 
and more than 3,000 meane for the delivery of nuclear weapons, The most 
powerful force of the bloc's combined armed forces, more than 700,000 men, 
ig concentrated in Central turonpe. According to data tn the foreign press, 
{t numbers up to 40 divisions, more than 9,000 tanks, and more than 2,000 
combat aircraft. 


During the existence of WAIO, wiowe primary mlieeton 1e the preparation of a 
War againat the USOR and the other socialiat countries, tte participants 

have expended 2 trillion 218% million dollare for military purposes. Creating 
a tremendous war machine, the tinpertaliata brought the world to the edge of 
war many times and conducted and continue to conduct an aggreseive policy. 
They are constantly building up NATO's ilitary might. A long-term NATO pro- 
gram which envisions vast purchases and the production of thousands of units 
of new types of weapons and combat equipment 1a being realized now. 


Each year, the NATO countries demonstrate their military might on various 
exercises and maneuvers conducted close to the bordera of the soctaliat 
states. In the fal! of 19/79, “Autumn lorge-79," the biggest NATO maneuvers 
in which more than 200,900 servicemen took part,wase conducted, This military 
demonstration was an attempt to return mankind to the times of the "cold war."

NATO: COMMENTS ON THE MARINES 


Moscow AGITATOR ARMII I FLOTA in Russian No 6, Mar 80 signed to press

[Text] When the United States initiated the mass intervention in South Viet- 
nam at the beginning of August 1964, the first units of the invading American 
troops were marine reaimental landing teams which were landed from transports 
and helicopters in the areas of Da Nang, Nha Trang, Quang Tri, and other 
areas. These units, which were then reinforced by regiments of the lst and 

3d Marine Divisions, were on Vietnamese soil for the duration of the entire 
aggressive war of American imperialism and participated in the dirtiest opera- 
tions. Their fighting men created monstrous cruelties and outrages against 
the peaceful population. 


The Marines aleo constituted the strike force and main punitive detachment of 
the American interventionists when they waged the aggressive war in Korea 
during 1950-1953. In 1958, together with their British partners, American 
Marines were the first to land on foreign soil during the period of the 


Anglo-American intervention in Lebanon and Jordan. They stepped forth as the 
striking fist of the "“inter-American police forces" which suppressed the li- 
beration movement in the Dominican Republic in 1965. They performed "special 
assignments” in many other antipopular actions of U. S. imperialism. Accord 


ing to estimates of the Brookings Institution in Washington, during the years 
since World War II alone the United States was the culprit and active par- 
ticipant in more than 215 military conflicts, interventions, instances of 
armed interference in the affairs of other countries, aggressive "shows of 
force," and other actions dangerous to the cause of peace. The Pentagon used 
Marine units in the first instance in the majority of them. 


Just what is this special trusted force of the Pentagon which, as stated in 
the "Handbook of the U. S. Marine Corps Officer," "enjoys special privileges," 
among which it can be used by the President for the conduct of combat opera- 
tions in any region of the world even without Congress' formal agreement to 
this? 
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The Marine Corps is a semi-independent formation of the U.S. Armed Forces 
which te intended primarily for the accomplishment of aggressive operations 
{n overseas theaters, punitive actions in ite rear area and in dependent 
countries, dealing with patriotic forces, and suppressing the workers In 
their own country. It has alwaye been assigned and is now assigned an tm 
portant role in the conduct of the notorious "gunboat policy" and the "big 
atick' stretegy by the United States, that is, in the accomplishment of 
gendarme-police actions against forces and regimes objectionable to Washing 
ton and in overthrowing legal covernments as well as propagating a polley 
which La suitable to American tmperialioem, 


Although in accordance with the system which exists in the United States’ 
military structure the Marines are nominally part of the Navy and are In 
cluded in the Department of the Navy, they are virtually a service of the 
armed forces and their commander (in the United States he is called the Com. 
mandant of the Marine Corps) is a member of the highest military organ--the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. He attends all its meetings and, in the discussion of 
questions connected with the use of Marines or interests of concern to them, 
he has a casting vote there. 


The U. S. Marine Corps now numbers about 192,000 men and officers in 
formation and considerable forces in the organized reserve. Just ae all U.S. 
Armed Forces, the Marines are manned only by mercenaries. But an especially 
rigid selection is accomplished here, primarily in the field of political 
trustworthiness of recruits and their readiness to serve the ruling classes 
loyally and truthfully and perform the role of executioner and chastiser. 
Especially rigid forms of inetruction and combat training are typical of 
Marine personnel. 


In peacetime, the U. S. Marine Corps includes so-called fleet forces ‘nclud- 
ing three divisions and three air wings (a reinforced air regiment) and also 
ships and guard units. Two divisions with air wings attached to them are 
based in the United States (one on the east coast, the other on the west). 
The third is based in the Far East, primarily on the Japanese island of Okin- 
awa, Two reinforced U. S. Marine battalions are constantly on landing ships 
of the 6th Fleet in the Mediterranean Sea and the 7th in the Western Pacific. 
When Washington, frightened by the revolution in Iran, began to build up its 
forces in the area of the Persian Gulf, sending large naval task forces there, 
landing ships with Marines approached the Iranian shores together with the 
carriers and missile cruisers. At the same time, other Marine units which 
were located in the United States and detailed as part of the so-called 
"rapid deployment force" began to work out missions in the desert regions of 
California and Nevada on the conduct of combat operations connected "with the 
capture or destruction of ofl fields.'’ As the American press reported re- 
cently referring to official sources, U. S. President Carter ordered that a 
Marine battalion of 1,800 men be sent for permanent basing in the region of 
the Arabian Sea. This shows that Washington is preparing for the conduct of 
armed actions against the oil-producing Arab countries which are coming forth 
against the dictates of the United States. 
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In contrast to Army large units, the Marine division hae a regimental rather 


than a brigade-battalion structure and is somewhat larger in size (about 
16,000 men and officers). fhe divieion consiats of three infantry and one 
artillery regiments and several separate battallona (engineer, antiaircraft, 
amphibious armored traneporters, and others). The infantry regiment consists 


of three batcalionsa; the battalion includes a headquarters and headquarters 
company, three infantry companies, and a weapons company while the infantry 
company haa three rifle platoons and a weapons platoon (heavy machineguns, 
mortars, and antitank weapons). The tnfantry and artillery armament in the 
Marine units are the same as in the Army. A special feature of these units 
le that the Marines have their own landing equipment which, in addition to 
anphibious armored transporters, also tnceludes assault helicopters and other 
equipment. Antitank and air-defense weapons, to tnelude antitank guided 
missiles [ATGM] and alr defense misslies, are also stronger in the Marines. 


In addition to the fleet torces, the U. S. Marine Corps includes ships and 
guard units. They are used to man spectal detachments which perform police 
and guard duty on big ships of the fleet (on carriers and cruisers the ships 
police area is manned by Marines), in bases, and in garrisons, and which 
guard government facilities and diplomatic representatives of the United 
States abroad. 


Marines are also found in the armed forces of other NATO countries. Here, 
too, they are assigned first of al! punitive and gendarme-police functions. 
The evil fame as the "main policeman of the empire" has long been enjoyed by 
the Marines of Great Britain who are widely involved in operations against 
patriotic forces in British colonles and dependent countries. They now num- 
ber about 8,000 men, consisting of one brigade, two separate battalions, a 
separate artillery regiment and other . .te, and ships subunits on aircraft 
and helicopter carriers. 


Marine units and small units are found in Italy, the Netherlands, Turkey, 

and other NATO countries as well as in Jepan, Israel, and several other coun- 
tries which are dependent on the 'nited States. The Pentagon and NATO are 
widely organizing the coordination of these punitive forces, especially in 
the course of various exercises and maneuvers as well as by training command 
personne! in American and NATO educational institutions. 


The Marines of the NATO countries, aud first of all the American Marines, 
are an important and dangerous tool in the hands of aggressors whose anti- 
popular actions, especially recently, require vigilance by the peace-loving 
forces in the entire world and their readiness to repel any adventures by 
the enemies of the peace and security of peoples.

[Text] The defense of the socialiat fatherland is the sacred duty of each 
citizen of the USSR, and military service in the ranks of the Armed Forces 
is the honorable duty of the Soviet citizens. 


The republic DOSAAF bodies together with the military commissariats, under 
the lenderahip of the party organizations, have carried out significant 
work in improving basic military training in the schools. 


The personnel of military instructors ’is been recruited, the necessary 
training facilities have been provide., the military labs have been equip- 
ped, and there is the necessary regulation training weapons and supplies 
and visual aids. Ina majority of the republic schools the military in- 
structors have the required training and experience. 


Good results in basic military training have been acquired by the general 
education school in the cities of Yerevan, Kirovakan, Leninakan, Oktem- 
beryan, Artashat, Razdanskiy, Araratekiy, Fehnmiadzinskiy, Merginskly, 
Vardenisskiy, Sisianskiy, Kalininskiy and other rayons. 


The state of basic military training and military-patriotic indoctrination 
must be judged primarily by how our trainees and school graduates carry out 
their military service. At present an absolute majority of the inductees 
has gone through the course of basic military training, and has passed the 
standards of SOTO | Ready for Labor and Defense!, and has the required genera) 
education base. 


A large number of young men who have graduated from the schools desire to 
enroll in various military schools, however because of their poor knowledge 
of Russian, many of them cannot pass the competitive entrance examinations. 
The USSR Ministry of Fducation together with the Ministry of Defense has 
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worked out a Kegulation on Courses to Improve the Knowledge of Kussian for 
Persons Called Up for Active Military Service. The purpose for organizing 
such courses {a to acquire a knowledge of Russian by the inductees and 
young men destring to enter military schools on a level of the approved 
program of the courses. The taek of the republic public education bodies, 
the principals and military instructors at the schools is, together with 
the military commisesariats, to organize these courses and carry out the 
exercises ona high level. The school principals must constantly supervise 
the content and quality of conducting the training exercises and their at- 
tendance. The courses will contribute to a more profound study of Russian 
by all the tnductees. 


Attention should be given to the positive experience of the work done to 
organize and conduct exercises in basic military training in the Secondary 
Senool No 1 in the settlement of Sisian, where the military instructor is 
¥V. Voskanyan. The school principal L. Asatryan has shown constant concern 
and has skillfully organized the process of basic military training, he 
systematically supervises the course of the exercises and has improved the 
training facilities. The questions of basic military training and the 
military-patriotic indoctrination of the students are discussed regularly 
at the party and Komsomol meetings and at the sessions of the school peda- 
gogical council. 


A majority of the military instructors organizes the lesson in a procedur- 
ally correct manner and achieves positive results. The general education 
schools employ such experienced military instructors as V. Kaniyelyan, V. 
Arutyunyan, FE. Mosinyan, A. Karpov, and many others. They make a great ef- 
fort to improve the content and effectiveness of the lessons. At the same 
time, as a check has shown, the procedures for conducting the lessons leave 
much to be deaired for certain military instructors. 


What are the basic shortcomings in the organization of the lessons? 


First of all, there is a poor knowledge of the content of the training 
material and particularly the procedure for giving it, as well as a viola- 
tion of the elementary requirement f didactics in conducting the Lessons. 
Not enough use is made of textbooks, technical training devices, the works 
f artistic literature, art, and so forth. 


Little attention is paid to the moral and psychological preparation of the 
young men for army service. 


The educational associations of the militar netructors organized under 
the rayon and city public education departments for basic military train- 
ing should play an important role in improving the skills of the military 
instructors and bettering the quality of basic military training. We 
should note the experience of the educational association of military in- 
structors in Shaumyanskiy Rayon of Yerevan. Here along with the military 
commissariat each year 4 full work pian is drawn up, and proper attention 
is paid to the military-technical training of the students. In a majority 





of the rayon's scnoolsa such training for the students corresponds to the 
apecitaity of the polytechnical practical work, Eleven schools train motor 
venicle drivers, 15 train military topographers, 5 schools train radio 
Lelephone operators, and 4 train chemical warfare and docimetric workers, 


All the senools are equipped with military labe and rooms for the storing 
of training weapons, while rifle ranges have been bullt in 7 schools by the 
pedavogical collective and the senlor-graders, 


Two or three permanent mage defense circies have been organized for the 
training of inel@nia-holding markemen and rated athletes, for military 
topographers, electricians, radio and telegraph operators, In the rayon 
the attendance rate of the senlor-graders for basic military training is 
100 percent. 


At the same time, as a study of the files has shown, the work of the educa- 
tional agssoctationa in Artikekiy, Gukasyanskiy, Akhuryanskiy, Spitekskiy, 
Atizhbernovakiy, Yeknegnadzorekly, Aragatekiy and Ammstyskiy rayons does not 
meet, today's needa. The educators for basic military training do not pro- 
vide constant practical ald to the military instructors and school princi- 
pale in improving the quality of basic military education and the military- 
patriotic indoctrination of the students. 


in recent years the republic pedagogical collectives and the public educa- 
tion bodies have acquired extensive diverse experience in organizing 
military-patriotic and international indoctrination of the students. Under 
the rayon and city public education departments, councils have been set up 
for military-patriotic indoctrination.

acceleration in the pace of acientific and technological progress, and 
multifaceted activity in the international arena ~~ all thie required 
atrengthening of party tnfluence tn all areas of the struggle for com 
muniam, including the area of Soviet military organizational development. 
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Matters pertaining to elrengthentng the nation's detense capability were 
examined at postwar party congresses and CYSU Central Committee plenums, 
Pathe of further development of the nation's economy, creation of the 
material and technical foundation of communtem, and indoctrination of the 
new man were specified at these gatherings. The party aleo increased at- 
tention toward matters of military organizational development, The Party 
Program adopted at the 22d CPSU Congress (October 1961) emphasized: "Com-

improvement in troop combat and operational . 4\ning. Of great importance 
for strengthening the nation's defense was development of our own nuclear 
missile weapons, Such fundamentally new types of military hardware as jet 
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aircraft, antiatreraft guided miestles, and nuclear-powered submarines 
were alao developed, ‘Development of powerful modern weapons by Soviet 
aclentiete in response to the intrigues of the warmongers," noted L, |, 
Brezhnev, "put an end to imperitaliem's nuclear monopoly and made our na- 
tion's defense invincible. At the same time it helped strengthen the post- 
tion of peace forces throughout the world end greatly increased the 
capabilities of our peaceful development,” 


Constituting an objective necessity, enhancement of the party's role in 
Soviet military organizational development ie a continuously-operating 
trend, not @ temporary phenomenon characteriatic of any one pertod. Under

deployment of medium-range nuclear weapons in Western Kurope, 


Untortunately Sovlet peace Initiatives have been soundly rebuffed by the 
moat reactionary clrcles In the Western Kuropean countries, NATO 
atrategliate, contrary to the will of thelr peoples, announced the decision 
to deploy qualitatively new nuclear weapons in Weetern Kurope, Militant 
anti-Soviet elements in the United States and other NATO countries 
vigorously support the aim of increasing military superiority, They are 
not happy with the present balance of forces itn Kurope and the principle 
of equality and equal wecurtty, although this principle has been 
acknowledged in a number of signed Soviet-American agreements, An ad- 
venturiatic NATO policy line 1a clearly revealed in escalation of the 
arme race, modernization of military forces, and development of new 
weapons systems, Once again, just as decades back, Washington 16 attempt 
ing to talk to us with the Language of "cold war." With the ald of a 
hysterical propaganda campalgn around the events in Afghanistan, U.S. 
ruling clrcles would week to "Justify" thelr aggresaive program and in- 
timidate peoples with a nonexiatent "Soviet threat," 


A clear and firm warning to all who would seek to profit from the events in 
Afghanistan io contained in replies by Comrade L. Ll. brezinevy to questions 
put by a PRAVDA correspondent. The aid being rendered by the Soviet Union 
in response to the request of the legitimate leaders of Afghanistan does 
not pursue any other objective but to protect that country from tmpertalist 
intervention, Nor should we forget © out the fact that not @ contrived but 
a genuine threat to the interests of security of the Soviet State has been 
created on our southern border. 


[n determining the tasks of Soviet military organizational development, the 
party cannot ignore the actlona of advocates of an arma race and must take 
account of the fact that open preaching of mililarteom serves as a founda-~ 
tion on which the interests of the impertaliot military clique and China's 
present leaders come together.

[Text] The birth of our Armed Forces and their development as a fighting 
force are inseparably linked with the name of V. I. Lenin. To him goes the 
historical credit for substantiation and resolution of the most important 
problems of military theory and practice of the Soviet state, the prin- 
ciples of Soviet military organizational development, and for direction of 
the combat operations of the Red Army on the fronts of the civil war. The 
CPSU Central Committee decree entitled "On the 110th Anniversary of the 
Birth of Vladimir Il'ich Lenin" states: "Lenin's ideas on defense of the 
socialist homeland are of great importance." 


Vladimir [l'ich Lenin devoted enormous attention to party direction of the 
Armed Forces and strengthening of party influence on all aspects of mili- 
tary life and activities. He saw well-implemented party ideological and 
organizational work among military personnel as a powerful means of ensur- 
ing strong troop morale, a high level of army and navy fighting efficiency 
and combat readiness, and as one of the mandatory conditions for achieving 
victory over the enemy. Viadimir [l'ich's well-known conclusion that 
wherever political work with the troops is carried out most thoughtfully 
there its no slackness in the army, military smartness and spirit are better, 
and there are more victories (see "“Poln.

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PORTABLE ANTITANK MISSILE, LAUNCHER DESCRIBED 
Moscow ZNAMENOSETS in Russian No 11, Nov 79 pp 12-14

frext/ In the unending fight against armour, following WW II a new weapon 
came on the scene — antitank guided missiles, abbreviated PTUR, which are 
emall in size and weight. In design the missiles can be divided into 
those that are portable, self-propelled, helicopter—mounted and vehicle- 
mounted, PTURs, which can be carried and used in the battlefield by a 
crew of several men, are widely used, We shall examine their arrangement 
and operation by taking a close look at one of the Soviet-made antitank 
missile/ launcher, The missile/ launcher is intended for use against tanks 
and other armoured targets, both mobile and stationary, at distances from 
500 to 3,000 meters. It oan also be used to destroy light field installa- 
tions and enemy weapon emplacements, 


The nissile/ launcher consists of a ground control device and suitcase-like 
packs that hold launchers and missiles, It is housed in three packs, One 
of these packs carries the contre. el and an individual spare part set 
(spare parts, tools and accessories), The other two packs each contain 

the missile with a detached warhead and a launcher with a roll of cable, 

In addition, the missile is attached to the launcher, The weight of the 
pack is 12.4 kg, while the suitcase-like pack weighs 18,1 kg. 


Three men operate the portable miesile/ launcher: the crew commander, who 
ia the senior operator, and two crew numbers - the operators. A trained 
and adequately proficient crew can move the missile/ launcher from the 
traveling position to the firing position in one minute 40 seconde and in 
one minute can make two shots at targets located at maximum distance. 


The PTUR itself ie «1 powder missile that includes a warhead with an explo- 
sive device, an engine mounting, a wing section, a tracer, an instmmenta~ 
tion unit and ground section assemblies, 
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The warhead is intended for the destruction of marmoured targete and con- 
siete of a housing, shaped charge and an explosive device. The shaped ef- 
fect of explosion was used in creating the PTUR. 


We shall recall that an artillery ehell pleroes armour with a blow against 
an obstacle. in other words, the extent of this influence is determined by 
the amount of kinetic energy attained by the shell when fired, It is no 
accident then that armour piercing shelle are heavy and solid, The design- 
ere give particular attention to ensuring that the initial speed of an ar- 
mour piercing shell is ae great as possible, 


The amount of kinetio energy of a PIUR and the solidity of the missile 
housing have little influence upon the penetrating power, The task of a 
guided missile, we repeat, ia to be guided = with great accuracy to deliver 
to the target a shaped charge, which will penetrate the armour with a di- 
rected, concentrated (from whence the name “shaped") blow of the products 
of the explosive itself, 


For the self destruction of the charge a head and bottom [gol ovodonnoye/, 
plezoelectric explosive device of instantaneous action with remote electron=- 
ic heat seeking is used, This explosive is very reliable and safe to use. 
The seeking is done at a distance of 70 to 200 meters from launch point, 

If for some reason the flight of the missile is abnormal, for example the 
missile comes down close to where it was launched or it comes off the 
launcher, the explosive does not detonate, 


Thus, we can imagine that the PTUR has reached the target and has impacted 
against an obstacle, What ia the nature of the mechanism of the shaped 
charge located in the streamiined haping of the warhead which consists of 
@ copper housing cone and two cartridges of explosives? The charge self 
destructe by means of a detonator from the bottom section, At the same 
time the detonation wave ie displaced along the axis of the shell. Under 
the pressure of the products of the explosion, which reaches on the order 
of 100,000 atmospheres, the conical covering of the cone is destroyed, 
starting from the top, The metal moves ("flows") forward and along with the 
products of the explosion ‘orms a current, which converges at an angle to 
the axis of the cone, This current changes into a thin stream, which is 
displaced along the axis with enormous velocity - more than 10 km per se- 
cond = and easily penetrates the steel armour, 


The charge is delivered to the target by an engine mount, which comists of 
two missile chambers - the launcher chamber and the march chamber, The 
launcher chamber has four nozzles, which are inclined away from the axis of 
the missile at an angle of 15 degrees, The purpose of this chamber is to 
accelerate the missile for a short period of time to a specific velocity. 
The launcher nozzles, in addition, are turned at an angle of 50 minutes in 
relation to a plane passing through the lengthwise axis of the missile, Be- 
cause of this the missile gathers momentun in relation to the lengthwise 
axis to an angular velocity of 8.5 revolutions per second, The spin veloci- 


ty in maintained in flight and beyond by means of the angle of the turn of 
the wings and the unwinding of the microcable from the spool in the equipment 
unit.

The march chamber containg a cylindrical, channel-!free powder cartridge, 
which is armoured along the sides and a spherical butt, The burning of the 
march charge takes place in parallel layers and only on the side of the 
butt that ie not reinforced, The powder gases esoape through two nozzle 
probes, while creating the jet power required to maintain the missile'sa ve- 
locity throughout the trajectory of the guided flight. 


The wing section consists of a casing, four wings with mechanieme for slow- 
ing it down and a device for securing the tracer, The tracer provides vise~ 
ual observation of the aissile during flight, The pyrotechnical compound 
of the tracer oreates a red tiame, which allows the operator to accurately 
guide the missile to the target even in bad weather, 


The equipment unit contains a steering machine, gyroscope, a roll of micro 
cable for wired commmications and a distributor. The steering machine re- 
porte fluctuations with the angular deviation of plus or minus 14 degrees 
and with the frequency corresponding to command signals fed by the operator 
from the control panel to the nozeles of the march chamber, Powder gases 
of the march engine are used for the working body of the steering machine, 


The purpose of the gyroscope is to feed information through the wired line 
of communicati ons to the contro! panel concerning the anguler position of the 
missile in flight. The gyroscopes rotor gains momentum mechanically upon 
{gnition by means of a special tape to a velocity of nearly 27,000 rpm, 


The ground control equipment consists of a centrol panel, an 8<power opti- 
cal viewfinder and a storage battery. 


How does the firing take place’ Having detected a target, the operator 
points the viewfinder at it. if the target is in range, the operator 
pushes the “launch” button. The missile is launced and the operator guides 
it on course by line of sight. Having iined up the crosslines of the view- 
finder with the target, the operator holde the missile on this path, by 
feeding the wires using a guidance leverl to convey the commands "Up", 
"Down", "Left" and “Right”. 


Tt is noteworthy that a single-channel system is used for guiding the 
flight of the missile, There is no channel for stabilizing roll (the mis- 
sile is turning! ), and instead of two separate channels for controlling 
course and pitch there is only ome channel and one execution organ =- the 
ateering machine, which operates in a relay mode of "Yes ~— No",

Announced by the Order of the USSR Minister of Defense, No 70, 1966 
The USSR Council of Ministers decrees 


1. To approve the appended Regulation Governing the Discipline of Employ- 
ees of Auxiliary Vessels of the Navy. 


To establish that the action of the current regulation is also to be extend- 
ed to the employees of auxiliary vessels of the other services of the USSR

Regulation’ Governing the Discipline of Employees of Auxiliary Vessels of 
the Navy 


Excerpt 
I: General Provisions 


1. The discipline of employees of auxiliary vessels’ of the Navy consists 
in the strict observance by them of the procedures and rules established by 
the USSR laws by the decrees and orders of the USSK government and the 
orders of the USSR minister of defense in the unquestioned, precise and 
prompt carrying out of the duties entrusted to them and the orders of their 
superiors, and in the unswerving observance of the accepted obligation in 
their solemn oath, and is a means for ensuring safe navigation and strength- 
ening a conscientious attitude toward labor in each employee. 


A violation of discipline by the employees of the auxiliary vessels creates 
a threat to navigation safety, the life of people, and involves a failure 
to carry out the assignments to ensure the combat readiness and daily ac- 
tivities of the ships. 


e. The current regulation is extended both to the employees of auxiliary 
vessels which are part of the Navy as well as to the employees of the 
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‘Approved by the Decree of the USSR Council of Ministers of 1/7 March 1966, 
No 202.

By the concept “auxiliary vessels" in the current regulation, one has in 
mind the auxiliary, salvage and rescue, hydrographic, oceanographic ves- 
sels, and factory and supply ships. 





navigation safety inapectorates for auxiliary vessels, the inspectorates 
of boller safety and the dispatcher service of the auxiliary vessel admin- 
{etrations (departments) and the salvage and rescue service of the fleets, 
flotillas and naval bases, 


4, Disetpline obliges each employee of the @uxiliary vessels: 


a) To precisely carry out the assigned service duties, and to show the 
necessary initiative and tenacity in work, 


b) To continuously observe the requirements of the laws, orders, rules and 
{netructions in effect on the auxiliary vessels, 


ec) To strictly maintain state and military secrecy; 


d) To be honest, Just, to have a good knowledge of one's job and to contin- 
uously improve knowledge and practical skills in the specialty. 


e) To show concern for other persons on the vessels; 


f) To protect state property, including: equipment of the Navy (vessels, 
port and hydraulic engineering installations, communications and other 
facilities), equipment and materials, as well as the cargo accepted for 
transport on the auxiliary vessel, 


@) To work in every posaible way for improving the utilization of the 
auxiliary vessels, to ensure their readiness to carry out the missions, 
and to help in achieving high economic indicators for their operation, 


h) To constantly carry out the rules of the communist community, to behave 
with dignity and honor both on duty and off of duty, to restrain others 
from violating public order and assist in strengthening discipline. 


6. A violation of discipline by the employees of an auxiliary vessel in 
performing service duties as well as an infraction of the rules of conduct 
on the vessels, in the ports and on the territories of other enterprises 
and organizations, even if this is committed not in carrying out official 
duties, is an official offense, if this violation does not involve criminal 
Liability. 


For the commission of an official offense, the guilty party is liable for 

a disciplinary penalty. In the event of the inadvisability of imposing a 

disciplinary penalty, the superior should remind this person of the offi- 

celal duties and turn over the case involving the offense for discussion by 
the collective, 


4, The superior must set the example of carrying out official duty, he 
must clearly give orders to subordinates, he must demand their precise ful- 
fillment and check on thelr execution. The order of a superior should be 
carried out without fall, precisely and on time. 
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lf, The application of a commendatory measure should be announced in an 
order and entered in the work booklet of the employee, 


The application of # comnendatory measure in the form of the early Lifting 
of a previously imposed disciplinary penalty ia not to be entered in the 


work booklet, 

Lill; Dieetplinary Penalties 

18, The disciplinary penalties are: 

a) Rebuke, 

b) Reprimand, 

e) Striet reprimand, 

4) The canceling of shore leave for a period up to 5 days; 


e) Tranefer to another, more lowly paid job for a period of 3 months or 
demotion, 


f) Decommissioning from the auxiliary vessel with subsequent transfer to 
an auxiliary vessel of a lower group or to 4 shore job considering the pro- 
feasion or skill for a period of up to 1 year, 


a) Decommisstoning from the auxiliary vessel with the confiscation of the 
diploma (papers) for the title of specialist of the USSR maritime fleet, 
with the offering of employment conside ing the profession or skill; 


h) Diemissal. 


The disciplinary penalties provided by subpoints "f" and "g" of the current 
point are applied only against the crew employees of the auxiliary vessels, 
and in subpoint "h" againat employees of the auxiliary vessels who have 
committed infractions which jeopardize navigation safety, human life and 
the safekeeping of the military equipment. 


19. Restitution to the former job for an employee who has been subjected 
to a disciplinary penalty provided for under subpoints "f" and "g" in Point 
18 of the current Regulation 1s carried out only after his required know- 
ledge has been tested. 


20. A dieectpiinary penalty in the form of an oral rebuke can be imposed by 
each superior on his subordinate. 


el. The supertor having the right to hire or dismiss the given employee as 
well as a superior chief can impose disciplinary penalties in the form of 
rebukes, a reprimand, strict reprimand, the canceling of shore leave up to 
5 days, the transferral to another, more poorly paid job for a period up to 
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For the employees of auxlilary vessela, in the committing of an offense 
during a crulse, the deslenated period 1a calculated from the moment of 
their return from the crulge to a boviet port, 


A disciplinary penalty cannot be {mposed after 6 months from the commission 
of the offense, This pertod does not include the time of the criminal pro- 
ceedings, 


$4, Any imposed disciplinary penalty, with the exception of a verbal re- 
buke, |u announced in an order and the wullty party must sign for the of- 
ficial notification, 


44, A diseitplinary penalty te carried out immediately * ter it is imposed, 


5, The appeale by the employees of auxiliary vessels of an illegal or in- 
correct use of the rights granted by the current Kegulation to @ superior 
are settied by the supertor chlefa, 


An appeal does not halt the carrying out of @ diselplinary penalty. 


$6, An appeal ita submitted to the supertor chief in @ written form no 
later than LO days after the employee has been informed of the imposition 
of a penalty. A chief can also accept an appeal in a verbal form, 


47, The superior chief must review an appeal and hand down his own ruling 
on it no later than | daya from the day of receiving the appeal, if an 
additional investigation 1a not required in so doing. 


Appeals which require investigations sh uld be settled in the units (facili- 
ties) within a period of not more than 720 days, and in the fleet director- 
ates and the central directorates of the USSK Mintatry of Defense with any 
period of not more than | month from the date of their recelpt,

CHEMI CAL#BIOLOGICAL WEAPONS: SOVIET EMPLOYMENT DISCUSSED

(vext] Bacteriological experiments in Sverdlovsk, 
reportea about the use of chemical matertale tn 
Afghaniatan--Weatern experts think that the Soviet 
army 1@ already engaged in chemical and biological 
warfare, 


Death waa invietble it crept through the window of the Sverdlovek barrack, 
awept through the ventllating system of a conerete factory nearby and then, 
ae 4 bacteriological cloud, penetrated as tar asa the inner city of the Soviet 
industrial metropolia in the Ural Mountatne, 


Shortly afterwards, all those affected had tdentical symptoms; fever, 
great difficulty breathing, euffocation, fatal lung paralyete, 


At the beginning of last year, an tnaidious epidemic its said to have swept 
through the Ural metropolis, which ta off Limits to Westerners, At Least 
300, possibly up to 1,000 Soviet citizens are said to have succumbed, 
according to reporte by emigrante. Thus they added to Western concerns 
about biological and chemical Soviet weapons, the §& and C weapone. 


For months, reports about the use of chemical materiale in Laos and Cambodia 
have been dlaturbing tntelligence services, and refugees from Afghanistan 
are reporting with increased frequency that the Soviet intervention troops 
even used nerve gaa against the Afghan people, 


Up until now these reports have not been confirmed, but the Weet te 
reacting more nervously than betore to the and C reports, 


Even the vague signala from Sverdlovak sufficed to completely unnerve a 
Carter administration already suffering trom fear of Russia: According 
to a State Department report from the week before last, these reports 
from Sverdlovak are "disturbing evidence" that the Soviets had possibly 
intentionally broken the 19/72 treaty forbidding the manufacture and 
atorage of bacteriological weapons, 





Weatern military expertea claimed to have noticed tumediately that the 
epidemic waw clearly an anthrax Intectton caused by b weaponsesa dlaeagse 
Which Loa usually tatal, 


Suddenly the pleces seemed to fit together, The American secret service, 
the CIA, had already at the begtontng of April of last year evaluated 
reports in the Sverdlovak newspaper VECHERNIY SVERDLOVSK, in which the 
population had been warned repeatedly not lo consume meat and milk producta, 
The reason given in the paper; Danger of tniection resulting tn "Sitbertan 
fever," 


This ts, however, nothing more than «a Kuselan clroumacription for an anthrax 
infection--caused by the Anthractsa bacillus, one of the most dangerous tin 
the blological warfare arsenal, 


Since it 1a further known in the Weat that one of the Soviet army's secret 
research inetitutes for b and © weapons ia located in Kashin, a Sverdlovak 
suburb, 1t appeared safe to assume that the Sverdlovak citizens had become 
victima of an accident, 


To be gure, the Soviets immediately contradicted; The Kremlin informed the 
United States offietally that the disease had come about "in a normal, 
ueual and natural manner" through diseased livestock, 


Moscow called the Weatern calculations "shameless slander" which would 
only “add oil to the flame of the present anti-Soviet hyaterta," 


In fact, however, the Western presse rep cis were supported by medical 
expertea, Anthrax infection, caused by food potsonitng, rarely leade to 
death, HKesides that, auch an tllneaa can be cured with anttbiotice, 


Only lung anthrax ta absolutely fatal, Hut thts disease can only be 
contracted by anthrax spores, clear evidence that in Sverdlovak the anthracis 
warfare material must have been tuvolved, 


The Soviet Union has engaged in b& and (© wartare experiments for more than 
half a century, In 1927 the Ked Army, together with the German army, 
secretly inetalled a training ground tor chemical weapons in Shikhany near 
Saratov, At that time, Carl von Osstetzky'sa "world stage” unveiled this 
type of German-Soviet cooperation, 


Under Stalin, military experiments with mustard gas and even with the 
plague were carried out, During a real weapon attack, planes sprayed 
caged animals with highly potent pleygue-causing matertala, 


In 1945, Red Army soldlers contiacated the German nerve gas Tabun near 
Breslau and tranaported 50,000 tona of It, together with the entire 
production installation, to Russata, Thie factory became the nucleus of 

the Soviet C weapon production, whteh now. o° oadlige to Weatern estimations, 
produces up to 30,000 tonsa of gas per year, 
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Sovlet regulations indicate the purpose of Che use of means of mass destruc- 
tion, It states about chemical wartare: "Chemical weapons are used in 
order to tntlict human mass casualties on the enemy, They are deployed 
with an element of surprise and in large quantities, Chemical weapons can 
be deployed by order of the division comnanders," 


lhis means: As opposed to nuclear weapore, C weapon deployment does not 
require approval by the political leadersvip. According to Western defense 
experts, this could mean that these weapons will be deployed with certainty 
in the Middle European arena, 


Secret NATO milicary analyses in brussels have been dealing tor some time 
with the tdea that the Soviet Union could, in case ot war, break the 
protective Western tank bloc with chemical means. british Soviet specialist 
John Erickson: "A mixture of chemical and conventional attacks in Europe 
could give the Soviet army a considerable tactical advantage." 


Atter the Sverdlovsk accident, numerous Western military leaders demand 
that NATO also be equipped with C weapons. NATO commander Bernard Rogers: 
"The Russians must know that we also have the capability to strike back 
with chemical weapons." 


The Moscow LITERATURNAYA GAZEIA quickly came up with a new diagnosis tor 
the Sverdlovsk plague: Not anthrax, which so easily leads to a suspicion 
of chemical warfare materials, but rather simply foot-and-mouth disease, 


rhe latest interpretation by Moscow sounds even less plausible. Very rarely 
does the foot-and-mouth disease ever afflict humans and--according to 
medical literature--it is never fatal t humans.
